People familiar with Balkan con- 


ditions are not surprised at the de- 
velopments in favor of the Central 
Powers and against the Allies, for it 
has never been a question of senti- 
ment with the Balkan states but of 
selfishness. Each has long cherish- 
ed nationalistic 
aims, 
each has 


something to get, each has watched 
to see which of the battling groups 
was likely to win, and the action of 
Bulgaria is merely a recognition 
that the Central Powers are win- 
ning. Seeing a strong power aris- 
ing, the 
Bulgarians 
have thrown 


heir lot with them, and it is not 
mthinkable that other lesser powers 
will do likewise. In short the action- 
if Bulgaria is not a diplomatic vic- 
ory for Germany, is not 
a diplo- 


matic defeat for Great Britain, but 
s a consequence reached through 
he achievements of armies.

the "most momentous problem" that 
confronts the citizens. 
Dr. Bliss 


then outlined a way in which, he 
said: Indiana could solve this pr' - 
blem and become 
a world leader 


among commonwealths in so doing. 
Segregation of the feeble 
minded 


was advocated by Dr. Bliss. 


Dr. Bliss is superintendent of the 


Indiana 'School for Feeble Minded 
Youth at Fort Wayne. 
He spoke 


this afternoon before the Children's 
bureau of Indiana, which met here 
as a preliminary to the state con- 
ference of Charities 
and Correc- 


tions, which open tonight. 


"I should be faithless to my duty 


if I did not point out to you the 
great menace to this state . f leaving 
the 4,500 
feeble-minded, now 
at 


large in our communities, to their 
own devices, to marry an.l reproduce 
their kind, to fill'the police court of 
our larger cities and towns, to alig- 
nment the supply of prostitnes an^ 
paupers, as well'as the other forms 
of vice to which n degenerate "will 
suply in turn," said Dr. Bliss.

Dr. Bliss said that in 1914 '"the 


12,708 inmates of our state institu- 
tions cost the state in round -num- 
bers $2,500,000 in maintenance alone 
of the nineteen' public institutions. 
He emphasized the fact that inft'890 
there were only 5,406 inmates rfh'd 
that the cost then was only $856,- 


000.
